reason appearing refuse to purchase the 
same, and do not through the Council or 
otherwise purcTrass th« same, will the fact 
of such refusal or neglect invalidate tha 
bond UsueT" 


"(2) 
Has the Board thereupon or 
thereafter the power to purchase in Hau 
of tald property referred to, another piece 
of property for school puposes in 
the 
immediate locality which will be adequate 
and suitable for nchool purposes7" 
In answer to the flrst of these ques- 
tions I desiro to advlia you that the 
refusal to purcluuw any of the land men- 
tioned in the bond ls«u* would not. In 
my opinion, invalidate the bond Issue 
As to tho second question, I desire to 
advise lhat, in my opinion, you have no 
tower to uie any of the money raised as 
a result of the bond issue for the pur- 
chase of any other land than that de- 
scribed in the bond proceedings them- 
selves 


Tha ordinance calling the school bond 
election described particularly 
certain 


property which It was proposed to pur- 
chase with the money raited from the 
sale of the bonds, and It Is fair to say 
that the vot»rs voting at the election

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The San Francisco Mint. 


If you owned a going concern that was yielding you over half 


a million dollars net profit annually, would you dream of closing it 
down? If somebody advised you to shut it down and hand the busi- 
ness over as a free gift to somebody else, would you not think he 
was crazy or was trying to bunco you? 


That is precisely what is involved in the proposition to close up 


the San Francisco Mint, and hand the refining branch of the busi- 
ness over to the Smelting Trust— the Guggenheims— and have all the 
coining done at the Philadelphia Mint, which would necessitate trans- 
porting the bullion from the Pacific Coast to Philadelphia and then 
transporting of the coin back here for use. That would be a good 
thing for the Smelting Trust and the express companies, but it 
would be a losing game for the government and for the people. It 
is a scheme which the great banking interests of New York desire 
carried out because it would curtail gold coinage, and enable the 
banks to trade in gold bars bearing the government stamp. 


In 1910 the San Francisco Mint made a net profit of $352.833.34, 


as is shown by the official report of the Director of the Mint. The 
gross earnings of the mint for that year were $917,514.27, and the 
total expense $364,660.7$, leaving a net profit of $552,853.54. 
In 


some years the net profit to the credit of the institution has run 
above a million. Since its establishment, the institution has re- 
turned the government over $30,000,000 in clear profit. By the sim- 
ple expedient of curtailing coinage at San Francisco and increasing 
coinage operations at Philadelphia, the net earnings of the San 
Francisco Mint have been greatly reduced, but nevertheless the in- 
stitution has never yet failed to make a profit. 


The mints at San Francisco and Philadelphia have always paid 


a profit on operation. The New Orleans Mint, which has been 
closed and dismantled, never paid a profit, and the Denver Mint is 
run at a loss. The mints at Charlotte, North Carolina, and Dahlo- 
nega, Georgia, have been abandoned because they were unprofit- 
able, and the Carson Mint has been reduced to an assay office for 
the same reason. 


But, the case with the San Francisco Mint is different. Not only 


is the institution doing a profitable business, but it is a necessity to 
the business interests and mining industry of the Pacific Coast. To 
close it up means to give up a business of profit to the government 
and to give a private concern — a trust, if you please — a monopoly of 
the refining business.

Where the Law Needs Amendment. 


A defect in our parole system has been made manifest by the 


recent escapades of the paroled convict, 'Chadwick, alias 
"Sir"

'bigamous marriage and 'fled- the country with the proceeds of a 
number of swindling operations. 
The parole, law is all right — so 


far as it goes — but there is need of an amendment to the Penal C^de 
to protect'the public against collusion between the. convict seeking 
parole and persons on the outside willing to assist him in gaining his 
release by false pretenses. 
, 


Chadwick, alias Dr. Milton Abraham, could not have carried out 


the villainy v-^Jer his release had not Mrs. Strawbridge, the woman 
who contracted with the Prison Directors to give him employment 
and keep the parole- officer informed as to what Chadwick was do- 
ing and how he was behaving himself broken faith with the board. 
She deceived the board when Chadwick was paroled and she delib- 
erately made false reports after his release. Doubtless she was de- 
ceived and persuaded by the plausible scoundrel to do what she did ; 
nevertheless she assisted in a fraud on the prison authorities and 
incidentally aided a villain to commit a series of crimes, including 
She betrayal of an innocent girl, 


Apparently the law provides no punishment for the offense Mrs. 


Strawbridge - has • committed. The incident has shown how the 
parole law can be made use of to get criminals liberated by false 
representations. Unscrupulous persons can do what Mrs. Straw- 
bridge did and be immune from legal punishment. 


A salutary punishment should be provided for the offense of mak- 


ing false reports to the parole officer. 
It amounts to nothing less 


than aiding and abetting crime, and of conspiring with criminals in 
escaping from prison. Unless the offense be made punishable by law 
it will be repeated in future, to the detriment of the parole system 
and the injury of the public. Chadwick has shown how the thing 
can be done. Let us see that it is not done again — that is, with 
impunity.

Roosevelt and Machine Politics. 


"The machine is for Taft, hut the people are for Roosevelt," said 


one of Roosevelt's campaign managers in New York. In California 
the machine is for Roosevelt. It was for La FoHette till Governor 
Johnson changed his mind, and then at the Governor's bidding it 
lined up behind Roosevelt, showing that it is obedient and well- 
drilled. In Kansas the State machine is likewise for Roosevelt, 
because Governor Stubbs, with the patronage at his command, has 
put it there. In Michigan, Nebraska, Wyoming and Missouri, the 
party machines are flaunting the Roosevelt banner, which waves 
likewise over the pie-counter. 
In all those States the Roosevelt 


fight is a machine fight and a machine-made fight. In California, 
.the State machine organized the La Toilette League, under Governor 
Johnson's instructions, and at the Governor's command the La Fol- 
lette League has become the Roosevelt Lea~gue. Talk about ma- 
chine politics! There was never a finer (or more flagrant example) 
of it than is now presented in this State. Yet the machinists who 
are doing this machine work, have the audacity to yell machine at 
other people. 


The human agricultural experiment station has become the sub- 


ject of exploitation of the press. First, came the account of a boy 
who had started to grow an oat in his eye; following came a story 
of ,a chap somewhere in New England starting to grow a bean in 
his ear, and next came the news that some fellow in the Middle 
West had germinated a grain of corn in his nose. We are awaiting 
further returns. 
We expect very soon to hear of a man who is 


sprouting potatoes between his toes and another who is growing 
alfalfa on his chin. The agricultural possibilities of the human 
body'have been too" long neglected; they appear to be unlimited, 
and only require development to be made a source of wealth and 
comfort. The tramp, for instance, can grow his own provender 
without the bodily exertion that is so fatal to his comfort and in- 
clination, and the city dweller can, with a little inconvenience, make 
himself independent of the piratical middlemen.

Thal- 
roann & Co, who died yesterday, -was, 
with the members oi Ms banking firm, 
the largest owner In the United Railroads 
company of this city and Its roore-recent- 
ly organized adjunct, the Sierra, and San 
Francisco Power company. 
Thalmann did not organize ths local 
street railway combine. That wag dona 
by Brown Bros, 
of New York, when 
that firm bought for about $32.000,000 In 
cash the Srarket Street Railway. Sut- 
ler and Sutro roads and the San Fran- 
cisco and San Mateo line. 
Thalmann 
took It off the hands of Brown Bros, 
and placed It, along with hla Philadelphia, 
company of Pittsburgh a big lighting and 
street railway concern, Into a New Jer- 
sey holding corporation known as the 
United Railroads Investment company. 
The latter holds practically all of the 
local company's $20,000,000 of common 
and $20,000,000 of preferred stack, pre- 
sumably, also, all of its $5,000,000 of first 
preferred stock Issued after the fire for 
rehabilitation purposes. 
fhalroann and 
his associates controlled tha holding com- 
pany and the former was Its first presi- 
dent.

Senator Rayner Says Colonel's 


View on Courts Is "Most 


Dangerous Doctrine." 


WASHINGTON, Feb. ST.—Reversal 


of Judicial decisions by popular vote, 
as proposed 
by former 
Presldpnt 


Roosevelt In his Columbus address 
last week, was denounced in the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Rayner of Mary- 
land as "the most dangerous doctrine 
ever brought forward by anyone who 
has the slightest regard for the sta- 
bility of our institutions and whose 
opinion Is entitled to any weight or 
respect" 
Kayner declared that in discussing 
the ex-President, who again is a can- 
didate for the Republican nomination 
for President, he did not speaK as a 
partisan, because he believed the Re- 
publicans could nominate no man -who 
would be easier to defeat. 
"What I desire to call attention to 
today," said the Senator, "is a unique 
and original conception which he ad- 
vanced upon this occasion and which 
I quote literally as follows: 
" The decision of a state court on 


a constitutional question should be 
subject to a revision by tbe people of 
tha state.' 
" 'If any considerable number of 
the people feel that the decision Is 
in defiance of Justice, they should be 
given the right by petition to bring 
before the voters at some subsequent 
election, 
special or otherwise, as 
might be decided, and after the full- 
est opportunity for deliberation and 
debate, the question -whether or not 
the judge's interpretation of the con- 
stitution is to be sustained. If It is 
sustained, well and good. 
If not, 
then the popular verdict is to be ac- 
cepted as final, the decision Is to be 
treated as reversed, and the construc- 
tion of the constitution definitely de- 
cided—subject only to action by the 
Supreme Court of the United States.' 
MENACE TO NATION. 
"If a proposition of this sort had 


been advanced by an ordinary agi- 
tator, or by an, anarchist, no atten- 
tion would be paid to it and it would 
Involve no actual 'danger to the re- 
public. We must realize, however, 
that this Is the utterance of a political 
leader who occupies today as promi- 
nent a place before the public as any 
one in the country_. 
"People who regard this merely as 
a flippant and Impulsive utterance of 
a candidate for public office are 
making 
a, great mistake. 
In my 
Judgment, the ex-President has been 
reflecting over this proposition for 
years. He has always been hostile 
to the decisions of the courts when- 
ever they conflicted with, his" own 
views. 
"During tha whole of his adminis- 
tration he had an Idea lingering in 
his mind that It was, the duty of the 
courts to carry out the policy of th.e 
executive branch of the government, 
and this belief was connected with 
another Idea, and that was that so 
far as executive functions were con- 
cerned, he was absolutely suprtrus. 
unlimited by the specifications of, the 
Instrument that created-them. 


"MAD FANCY." 
"I believe that there 
IB a large 
number of Mr. Roosevelt's followers 
in this country who would today 
favor vesting In him autocratic power. 
He IB possessed with a mad fancy 
that this Is and ought to be an execu^ 
tlve government, that the powers of 
the executive ought to override those 
of 
the 
legislative 
and 
Judicial 
branches of the public Bervice. 
"By .all the patronage and all the 


power that he can command, he 
practically, would 
force 
upon the 
country an 
Interpretation 
of our 


organic law that will level Itg dis- 
tinctions and obliterate Its checks 
and balances. He will then, In the 
pursuit of his own insatiable ambition, 
possess a degree of autocratic power 
that no President of these United 
States haa ever attained or would 
have ever dared to exercig«, except at 
the risk of Impeachment."

jEAUTITUL children are better molded and educated

LAWRENCE, Mass.. Feb. 27—Five 
Women pickets, said to have used per- 
suasion which approached violence to 
keep employes from going to work In 
the textile mills, and one man, ac- 
cused of having thrown pepper in a 
policeman's eyes, were arrested to- 
day.The plan to. export children to Phil- 
adelphia has not been abandoned, but 
it Is expected that in the matter of 
the children who were to be sent 
with a committee of strikers 
to 
Washington, there may be no little 
ones sent away in groups. City Mar- 
shal Sullivan intimated he might pre- 
vent the departure of the children 
unles's the court decided that he was 
acting contrary to law. 
Indications are that the mills have 
made further sains in the number of 
operatives at work. It is estimated 
there are now 18,000 employed with 
12,000 still on strike. 
Six women charged with violating 
a city ordinance in obstructing side- 
walks and molesting passersby were 
given a hearing in the police court. 
The court found them guilty and im- 
posed fines ot'$3 each.

"Whereas, There have been intro- 
duced into the social life of ouyr city 
certain dances known as the 'turkey 
trot,' 'bunny hug,' 'Texas Tommy,' etc., 
and believing- the same to be demoral- 
izing, degrading and immoral and that 
through investigation 
by our 
city 
council these have been found to be 
detrimental to the moral welfare of 
our city; be it 


"Resolved, That we, as members of 
the East Bay Cities Methodist Min- 
isters' Association, do most heartily 
commend the attitude taken towara 
these evils by our honorable boara, 
the city council of Oakland, Cal., ana 
that we hereby pledge ourselves to 
aid them in any way possible in sup- 
pressing these evils." 


UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED. 


The action was preceded by a brief 
discussion in which Dr. W. W. Case 
of. the Shattuck Avenue Church, who 
took the ground that the members of 
the association could not be supposed 
to be familiar with these dances and 
that the 
condemnation of certain 
dances would be understood by some 
to be an expression of approval of 
other forms of the dance. The resolu-

• propositions of incurring a bonded 
Indebtedness amounting in the 
aggregate to $2,933,900 for cer- 
tain municipal purposes, to-wit: 
A b'onde'd Indebtedness in the 
sum of $1.755,900 for the con- 
struction and completion of build- 
ings -for grammar and primary 
schools, together with the acquisi- 
tion , of the necessary lands-' as 
sites and school yards therefor; a 
bonded indebtedness In the sum 
of $738,000 for the construction 
and completion of buildings for ' 
high schools,, together with the 
acquisition of the necessary lands 
as sites and schoolvards therefor;

PERMANENT ISfFKOVEMENT.

William A. Carn- 
dulf, a' farmer of Menlo Park, who 
was the flrst»Juror, told Judge Buck 
that on his way to court he had talked 
with A. J. Carleton, a former saloon- 
keeper of Menlo Park, and that Carle- 
ton had made Improper hints. 
Dis- 
trict Attorney Swart has begun, an In- 
vestigation. 


CHIEF ISSUE. 


From the statement made to the 
jury by Swart after it had been sworn 
it appears that tho chief issue be- 
tween the prosecution and the. de- 
fense will be the number of minutes 
that elapsed between the firing of tho 
three shots by Moore and the one 
fatal shot fired by Timothy.

It Is, therefore, believed, 
that heaters should bo constructed to
